State for the Colonies has formally 
approved the scheme for laying a 
pipe-line ‘ncrosg the harbour 
supply Hong ‘Kong with water 
from Kowloon.

Om the average marri- 
ed people live five years longer 
than ‘those not tied by’ marital 
bonds. They can expect to live to 
be 69 years while bachelors and 
spinsters cannot be given more 
than 64 years in this ‘world. ‘These 
facta nd figures are taken from 
the latest publication of the official 
German statistical bureay—volume 
401 of “Statistics of the (German 
Reich." ' . 
" & close perusal of these figures 
cannot but.convince, that married 
people live long, but what actually 
inakes ‘for their greater longevity? 
‘The German -publication fails to 
give o clear cut answer to this 
question. .The experta who. com- 
piled and sifted all ‘this: material 
apparently did not want to com- 
mit themselves, ‘instead resorting, 
to a certain extent, to explanations 
in’ the form of. ‘maybea.” 
Not. for Bachelors, 

Home-lite , with its regularity, 
such as the roving bachelor will 
never enjoy, is held responsible to 
some extent.

Almost in’ the. same 
breath in which they tell of the 
greater longevity of 
people, they admit that the figures, 
which apparently prove this fact 
beyond ‘doubt, may be influenced 
which haye ‘nothing 
directly. to do with married life.
